A Rich History of Community Support 


Every school has a story to tell. The idea and location of 
Warrenton High School has changed over the years but 
despite this there is the continuation of a closely knit 
community. That's our story. 

The old Warrenton Grade School was finished in 1916. 
That building also housed the first high school until 1948. 
But the first high school class graduated in 1918 with 5 
students. 

In 1946 the school board was graced 
with an influx of high school students 
at the Warrenton Grade School 
Building. They had to make a decision 
about whether to build a high school in 
Warrenton or ship students out to other 
high schools in the county. At that 
time, the Warrenton community was in 
the midst of a thriving business boom. 
These were the years immediately 
following WWII and there’ was 
infrastructure--like the ariport--still 
operated by the Navy. The Board 
viewed the future of Warrenton witha lot of hope and thought 
the area would likely be the site of more industrial 
development. The community joined together and passed a 
school bond for $120,000 in 1947 and ground was broken on 
anew high school building. This was followed in 1953 with 
another bond for $63,000 passed for improvements to the 


school. In 1962 the Board looked to the future and asked for 
an additional $44,000, which was passed by the community. 
Finally, a bond to cover the cost of adding a cafeteria to the 
school was passed in 1972. 
The school as it stands now was renovated again in 2000 with 
bond money. But more changes are planned. 

Gone are the days of HomeEc for girls and Wood Shop 


for boys. Although some of the 
traditional classes are gone, today, 
students can choose to take 21st century 
classes. In fact, the 2017 (CTE 
Revitalization Grant for $436,286 will 
help bring Career-Technical courses 
back to WHS. The grant will provide 
funds to build a new building, provide 
funding for a new CTE teacher and 
summer programs for middle and high 
school students. The grant will help to 
expand the current STEM program to a 
manufacturing program. The © skills 
gained at the new technology center will 
provide students with career connected learning, enabling 


them to prepare for post high school careers, schooling and/ 
or training. 
Despite changes over the years, WHS endures, largely due 


to the support of the Warrenton community and a dedicated 
School Board.

Sure . . every class counts. But given that the majority of us have been speaking, 
reading, writing, and thinking English for many years now, why does the State of 
Oregon require us to take 4 years of English in high school? 

Another way of posing this question is, "What is the purpose of English Studies?" 
This is one of the questions that English 4 students debated this year. One answer-- 
fostering critical literacy at a time when bumper stickers and memes are considered 
more powerful than novels--can be explained in the picture of a WHS hallway at 
left. Although Gandhi is often quoted as saying this, what he really said was, “If we 
could change ourselves, the tendencies in the world would also change. As a man 
changes his own nature, so does the attitude of the world change towards him." 
In a world where thoughts are only valued if they can be stated in 140 characters or 
less, maybe critical thought does require 4 years of fostering. 
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It is not unusual to find WHS 
students camped out all over the 
school--in the halls, in the library, in 
the gym, in study hall, in the 
cafeteria--working on their math 
homework.
